Every adult American ought to read the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, slowly and carefully, at least once a year— prefer­ 
ably shortly before election day. 
I very school child ought to be required to learn it by heart. 
While memory work plays a smaller and smaller part in modern 
education, so that some youngsters don t even learn their ABC s 
— let alone the multiplication table— there continues to be a good 
deal of it devoted to matters of far less final consequence than 
this most famous historic document in the history of the world. I 
The future of this nation and the destiny of the American 
people depends in great measure on whether a success can be 
made of self government. Politic s, in its better sense, is the most 
impoitant activity of all the men and women in the United States. 
No matter what else they may succeed in, unless they can make a 
success of free government, the rest will be (as Ryron put it) 
“all ashes to the taste." 
lire Declaration of Independence is the foundation document 
upon which all the rest of American history is built. 
It is the 
key lo understanding the great pageant of freedom and growth 
and personal happiness which has set this nation apart from all 
others since the earth began. 
The C onstitution is a great document also. But it is a long. 
complex, sometimes labored legal document. It was written to 
give exact definitions to a host of compromises on the detailed 
carrying out of the general principles set forth so eloquently in the 
Declaration. Our can read the Declaration of Independence in 
ten minutes, and lay it down fully understanding the patriotism 
and genius and inspiration contained in it. But to verify a single 
point in the C 'institution may call for careful study of that whole 
document itself, as well as consultation of the numerous court 
interpretations which have modified the apparent significance of 
the words, and possibly also search of such collateral works as 
the Federal Papers. 
Or you can make this distinction between these two basic 
documents of our government, lf the Declaration lived, but the 
Constitution were to die— then we couid write another ( onstitu­ 
tion which would differ only in trivialities from the present one. 
But if the spirit of the Declaration of Independence were to pass 
on in this nation, the Constitution would become only a sham and 
a shell.

'I he Constitution is the body— the Declaration is the soul! 
Contained in the Declaration are the most fundamental con­ 
cepts of the American form of government. They are as basic as 
the alphabet in literature, basic as simple additions in mathema-

I hey are the first principles of Americanism 
For their day, they were daring concepts. 
! hey set at de­ 
fiance the ideas of two thousand years of recorded history. I hey 
were ‘ r a d i c a l . ” in their time, beyond our present comprehension 
‘I hey were revolutionary, not merely in the military sense, but in 
the social sense. 
They presented, as the official policy of a new 
government and a new nation, concepts which had appeared in 
the writings of many a man going bark at least to the time of
